BULGARIA. 


According to “‘ Handel’s Museum ” (Vienna), the imports of glass- 
ware into Bulgaria are steadily increasing, 
Glassware. owing to the more general use by the rural 
population of lamp classes, glass dishes, and 
drinking vessels, &c. The growing demand for these is chiefly 
due to the low prices brought about by competition between 
Hungarian, Austrian, and German manufacturers. Most of the 
glassware imported comes from Bohemia and Saxony: fine glass 
and crystal come from Bohemia and Hungary; cheap lamp glasses 
are imported from Germany and Turkey ; coloured glasses for night 
lights are sent from Japan through agents in Constantinople. 


CHILE. 


The “ Chilian Times” reports the passage of a Bill through the 
Electric Railway Senate granting permission for the construction 
i eatiomtiiion. of an electric railway, which, starting from the 
port of Valparaiso, will pass through the Casa- 
blanca and Curacavi valleys and communicate with Santiago by the 
west, having a branch line connecting the Curacavi valley: with the 
town of Nelipilla. The length from Valparaiso to Santiago will be 
143 kilometres (about 89 miles). 
All the materials, implements and machinery imported for the 
construction and exploitation of this line are to be free of Customs 


duties, 
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URUGUAY. 


The “ Moniteur Officiel du Commerce” (Paris) of 30th March 
states, on the authority of the ‘“ Bulletin” of 

Automobiles. the French Chamber of Commerce at Monte 
Video, that a petition will shortly be presented 

to the Monte Video Legislature, asking for the admission into 
that country of 100 automobiles, free of import duty. Automobiles 
are practically unknown in Monte Video, only four or five being 
found in the capital. It may be objected, remarks the “ Bulletin ” 
that this is due to the lack of good roads; but, it is added, this 
can hardly be the reason, for in Buenos Aires, where good roads 
are equally rare, hundreds of automobiles are to be seen. The 
real reason for their rarity in Monte Video is, it is stated, the 
high duty, which adds 50 per cent. to their cost. It is hoped that 
the temporary remission of duty, which is strongly supported by 
several deputies, will give rise to a strong demand for these 


vehicles. 





CHINA. 


The following memorandum on Chinese footwear by H.M. Com- 

mercial Attaché at Shanghai has been received 

Footwear. in the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the 
Board of Trade :— 

‘Boots are only worn in China by officials, official servants, 
soldiers, sailors, and special hobnailed boots, occasionally in wet 
weather, by the common people. 

‘The universal form of foot covering is a shoe, whilst coolies 
and the poorest classes have to content themselves with straw or 
leather sandals, or go barefoot. Women’s shoes are made at home, 
and, except in isolated cases in Shanghai, are never exposed for 
sale in shops. This remark does not apply to the peculiar form of 
shoe worn by Manchu women, which is perched on a sort of small 
stilt. 

“In the north, during the winter months, the ordinary boot or 
shoe is often wadded, or lined with sheepskin, and of late years 
reproductions of Chinese boots and shoes, in indiarubber, have been 
imported from the United States and Germany, and found favour 
witb Chinese at the Treaty ports. 

‘‘ As is the case with hats, each part of the Empire affects certain 
peculiarities in the matter of shoes, these idiosyncrasies being 
largely based, either on the nature of the ground to be traversed, 
or on the material locally available for making soles. A Can- 
tonese, for instance, could not wear a Pekingese shoe, and a Shanghai 
man wears a pattern different from either. Boots, however, con- 
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CHINA—continued. 


stituting part of official uniform, are almost invariably procured 
from Peking. 

‘The samples accompanying this memorandum have been pur- 
chased in Shanghai, which is the fashionable emporium for the 
rest of the Empire, and as such may be presumed to cater for all 
tastes with a certain amount of catholicity. Contact with 
foreigners is bringing about gradual, but unmistakeable, changes 
in Chinese dress, and, so far as shoes are concerned, is replacing 
with leather the old paper or felt sole. 

‘‘ Sample 1.—Official boot made in Shanghai; cost 3°20 dols. 
per pair. The sole is made of paper, and used to be worn thicker. 
Pekingese boots are more expensive. 

‘“ Sample 2.—Specimen of a boot which has lately been adopted 
for winter wear by a certain proportion of the non-official classes. 
Cost 2°20 dols.; paper sole. 

‘Sample 3.—A comfortable very widely worn shoe; cost 
1-50 dols., paper sole. The lower middle class have the sole made 
of leather throughout. This shoe has come into favour within the 
last two years, and is said to be worn by about 50 per cent. of 
Shanghai’s native population. (This and No. 2 are the patterns 
reproduced in indiarubber. ) | 

‘‘ Sample 4.—This is a pattern of a shoe which used to be very 
fashionable, but is gradually going out of favour in Shanghai. 
It may be still selling up country. Cost 1:40 dols., paper sole. 

‘These may be taken as representative patterns, although there 
are many others differing therefrom in minor details. 

‘In mountainous districts a leather outside strip to the sole is 
not in use. ‘The whole sole is made of cloth, as thus a better grip 
of the ground is obtained. 

‘¢ Manufacturers would do well to bear in mind that, although 
the adjective ‘‘unchanging” has heen applied to the LEast 
generally, and more particularly to China, changes in fashion 
occur here with almost the same regularity as in the Occident.”

According to a recent report by the United States Consul at 
Hangchow, there is a good prospect for the 

Motor Boats. sale of motor boats in China. The whole of 
China is a network of canals and rivers upon 

which motor boats, especially boats of light-draught capacity, can 
be worked. Within the past few years the accepted mode of 
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CHINA —continued. 


travel has been by house boat, towed by a steam launch. Where 
the regular lines of steam launches do not run, the old-time house 
boat with a “ yuloh” or scull is employed. These boats are very 
slow, and grow more and more unpopular. It will be many years 
before this method of transport is displaced by railways, 
and in the meanwhile there is a growing favour for power 
boats, both for private and public service. The motor boat, as 
it is now made, is practically unknown in China. In Shanghai 
and other prominent trading points on the coast there are a 
number of modern small launches, but the great interior is 
practically untouched. 

The popular-sized, medium to cheap grades, of boats are what 
are required in China. 

As arule the Chinese are good boat builders when they have 
good models to work from, and it would be practicable, says the 
Consul, for boat builders to ship boat machinery and have the 
hulls made in China.

In comparing this record with that of previous years, it must be 
borne in mind that complete figures are never available at this 
time of the year, so that in a number of items the data are neces- 
sarily partly estimated. Allowing for this, there nevertheless 
remains a falling off of about 2,250,000 dols. in the grand total. 
1 This does not necessarily indicate a general slackening in the 
permanent mineral industries of the country, but rather a gradual 
return to natural conditions after a few years of abnormal inflation 
due to the rapid exploitation of the richer and easily accessible 
portions of the.Yukon placers. ‘To this cause can be attributed 
nearly 2,000,000 dols. of the decrease shown. 


Gold.— Practically every province in Canada shows a falling off 
in gold production, in 1904, as compared with 1903. Nova Scotia, 
which ordinarily has an output of about half a million dollars, 
shows a decrease of nearly half its production. Several reasons 
are given for this, among which may be mentioned (1) the extreme 
drought during the past season, (2) the closing down, owing to 
financial difficulties, of a number of the best producing mines, and 
(3) the cessation of production at the Richardson mine owing to 
the destruction of the shaft and workings by an extensive crush. 
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Mineral Production of Canada in 1904. 





Silver—The bounty granted by the Dominion government on 
the production of lead ores seems to have stimulated the operations 
of the silver-lead mines. The St. Eugene mine, in East Kootenay, 
was re-opened and its production probably accounts for the greater 
part of the increase. 


Lead.—Although over twice as much lead was produced in 1904 
as in 1903, the output is still far from its former maximum, viz. :— 
31,584 tons in 1900. It is said that lead-corroding w orks are to 
be established at Montreal by a Chicago firm for the manufacture 
of white lead and other pigments which will require a large 
amount of pig lead per annum. 


Copper.—The copper contained in ore, matte, etc., shipped from 
Canadian mines in 1904 was about 21,485 tons, as compared with 
21,342 tons in 1908. In Ontario there was a falling off of over a 
thousand tons, which was more than made up by the increased 
production from the Boundary district and the Coast district of 
British Columbia. 


Cobalt, etc.—The discovery of certain cobalt, nickel, arsenic and 
silver ores which was made public in November, 1903, promises to 
add largely, in the near future, to the production of these metals. 
The deposits were found during the building of the Timiskaming and 
Northern Ontario Railway, the roadbed running almost over the top 
of the first of the outcrops discovered. All of the deposits thus far 
discovered possess certain features in common. The minerals 
represented are chiefly smaltite, niccolite and native silver, with 
smaller quantities of erythrite, dyscrasite, chloanthite and 
tetrahedrite. In some the native silver is very abundant, and a 
sample, which was fairly representative of one of the smaller veins, 
showed an assay value of 5,237 dols. per ton. Analysis of the ore 
from one of the veins composed mainly of smaltite showed from 
16 to 19 per cent. of cobalt, 4 to 7 per cent: of nickel, 60 to 
66 per cent. of arsenic, and 3 to 7 per cent. of sulphur. The ores 
are thus so rich that comparatively small veins could be worked 
at a handsome profit. 


Nickel.—'The following were the results of operations on the 
nickel-copper deposits of Ontario in 1903: Ore mined, 203,388 
tons; ore smelted, 118,470 tons; matte produced, 8,924 tons; 
matte shipped, 10,154 tons: copper contents of matte shipped, 
2,455 tons; nickel contents in matte, 5,274 tons; value of matte 
shipped, 2.193, 198 dols. According to customs returns, exports of

Zinc.—About 533 tons of zinc ore, worth 3,700 dols., were 
shipped during the year from the Long Lake zinc mine in the 
county of Frontenac, Ontario. No returns have been received of 
zinc production in British Columbia. 


Iron.— Exports of iron ore were 168,828 tons, valued at 401,738 
dols. In addition to the ore exported, about 180,932 tons of ore, 
worth about 489,687 dols., were mined in Canada and charged to 
Canadian blast furnaces. 


Coal and Coke.—With the exception of a small decrease in ship- 
ments, coal production in Nova Scotia in 1904 shows but little 
change. A smaller amount of coke was made owing to the smaller 
production of pig iron by the Dominion Iron & Steel Company. 
Efforts are being made to find new markets farther west in 
Ontario, as well as to increase the exportation. In the north-west 
territories many small mines have been opened, and the output 
shows a substantial growth. 


Asbestos.—The production of asbestos, divided into crude and 
mill stock, was as follows :—Crude, 4,239 tons, valued at 509,001 
dols.; mill stock, 31,396 tons, valued at 658,277 dols.; total, 
39,635 tons, valued at 1,167,278 dols. ‘The exports of asbestos, 
according to Customs returns, were 37,272 tons, valued at 


1,160,887 dols. 


Natural Gas.—There was a somewhat increased production of 
natural gas in Ontario, due entirely to operations in the Welland 
field, production in the Essex field having dropped to very small 
amounts. The development of the gasfield at Medicine Hat, 
North-west territories, seems to have been continued with much 
success. The gas commission of the town of Medicine Hat has 
now six producing wells, one of which has been put down to a 


depth of nearly 1,000 feet, yielding 1,125,000 feet per 24 hours. 


Cement.—The production of natural rock cement, which has for 
a number of years been small in comparison with the output of 
Portland cement, shows another large decrease in 1904, the sales 
being only 56,814 barrels, valued at 49,397 dols., as compared with 
92.252 barrels, valued at 74,655 dols., in 1908. 

In the absence of complete returns, Portland cement statistics 
have been partially estimated. The following is, however, a close 
approximation :—Portland cement sold, 900,358 barrels, valued at 
1,272,992 dols.; Portland cement manufactured, 908,990 barrels ; 
stock on hand Ist January, 124,919 barrels; stock on hand 31st 
December, 133,551 barrels. 
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TRADE OF CAPE COLONY.

GERMAN IRON TRADE AND INDUSTRY. 


The following particulars of German foreign trade in iron, and 
of the production and home consumption of iron in Germany, are 
extracted from a memorandum by H.M. Consul-General at Berlin 
(Mr. P. Schwabach), received at the Board of Trade through the 
Foreign Office :— 

During the quinquennial period from 1898 to 1903 there was a 
remarkable increase in the exports of iron from Germany, viz., 
from 1°6 million tons to 3°5 million tons, but in 1904 they receded 
again to 2°77 milliontons. The large increase in the years preced- 
ing 1904 was chiefly due to forced sales of pig iron and partly 
manufactured goods ; this policy of “dumping” was adopted by 
the German iron works under the pressure of difficulties created 
by the collapse of the home market in 1201. Sales were often 
effected at, and even under, cost price. The German Steel Syndi- 
cate, which was formed at the end of February, 1904, recognised 
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German Iron Trade and Industry. 





the desirability and even necessity of discontinuing a practice 
which had raised the outcry against the “ dumping ” 3 of German 
iron abroad. With the gradual improvement of the home trade, 
the German iron industry became less dependent on foreign 
markets, and could dispense with a large part of the export trade 
in pig iron and partly manufactured goods, though not without 
inconvenience to some of the works which had become specially 
interested in this trade. The year 1904 witnessed a considerable 
reduction of the exports of pig iron, waste and scrap iron, and 
partly manufactured goods, and also of rolled iron goods, while 
iron manufactures were again exported in larger quantities.

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TRADE OF FRANCE WITH THE AFRICAN CONTINENT 
IN 1900-1903.* 


The following particulars relating to the trade of France with 
the African Continent in the years 1900-1903 are in continuation 
of the article which appeared in the ‘“ Board of Trade Journal” of 
Ath February 1904. 

The value of the total trade (special) of France with the African 
Continent as shown in the French Trade Volume (“Tableau 
Général du Commerce et de la Navigation”) for the years 
concerned, was 84,312,000/. in 1903 (the latest year for which the 
details are available), as compared with 31,883,000/. in 1902, the 
imports into France from Africa for home consumption being 
valued at 17,669,000/. in 1903, as against 16,048,000/. in 1902, 
and the exports from France to Africa of French produce and 
manufactures amounting in value to 16,643,000/. in 1903, as 
compared with 15,835,000/. in the previous year.

UNITED KINGDOM—RUSSIA. 
The following is the official translation of the Agreement recently 
concluded between the United Kingdom and 
Russia respecting Joint-Stock Companies and 
other Commercial, Industrial, and Financial 
Associations as published in No. 2 of the Treaty 
Series issued by the Foreign Office this year :— 

“The Government of His Britannic Majesty and the Imperial 
Russian Government having deemed it expedient to define recipro- 
cally the position of Joint-Stock Companies and other commercial, 
industrial, and financial associations in the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland and in the Empire of Russia, the 
undersigned, in virtue of the powers conferred upon them, have 
agreed as follows :— 

“1, Joint-Stock Companies and other commercial, industrial, 
and financial associations domiciled in either of the two countries 
shall, provided that they have been duly constituted in accordance 
with the laws in force, be recognised as having a legal status in 
the other, and in particular shall have there the right of appearing 
before the Tribunals, either for the purpose of bringing an action 
or of defending themselves. 

‘2. In any case the said companies and associations shall enjoy 
in the other country the same rights as are or shall be accorded to 
similar companies of any other country. 

‘3. [6 is understood that the foregoing provision does not affect 
the question of determining whether any such company constituted 
in one of the two countries shall or shall not be admitted to carry 
on its trade or industry in the other country, this admission re- 
maining always subject to the existing regulations on this point in 
the latter country. 

‘4, It is understood that the foregoing provisions are applicable 
both to companies and associations constituted before the signature 
of the present Agreement, as well as to those which may be con- 
stituted subsequently. 

‘The present Agreement shall come into effect from the day of 
signature, and shall remain in force for one year after its denuncia- 
tion by either Party.”

By Section 3 of the amending Ordinance ‘“ A license as ‘ agent 
of a foreign firm taking orders for liquor’ shall authorise a 
representative of a licensed dealer in liquor doing business beyond* 
the limits of this Colony to take orders for the supply of liquor 
in quantities for the sale of which a wholesale license is required 

to be consigned direct to licensed dealers in liquor in this Colony 
and to no others. 

‘“‘ Nothing in the ‘ Liquor Licensing Ordinance, 1903,’ relating 
to the application for licenses shall apply to a license ‘ as agent of 
a foreign firm taking orders for liquor’ which shall be issued at 
any time by the receiver of revenue in any district upon applica- 
tion and due payment therefor.”

The French “ Journal Officiel,” dated 29th March, publishes a 

Decree fixing the rate of the tax on the 

Alcohol Tax. manufacture of industrial alcohol in France at 
1-62 fr. per hectolitre for the year 1905. 


The following report on the trade in Senegal gum at Bordeaux 
oe has been received from H.M. Consul at that 
G t port (Mr. R. D. G. Macdonald) :— 
mal ‘* Bordeaux is virtually the only port in 
France for the trade in Senegal gum, the 
quantity imported into Marseilles being imsignificant. The 
amount imported during the years 1902, 1903, and 1904 was from 
18,000 to 20,000 sacks each year, each sack containing 90 kilogs. 
(198-6 lbs.). 

“The gum is sorted and graded in France by hand, women 
being employed. Its peculiar toughness is said to make it much 
harder to sort than other gums. There is no special centre or 
standard for sorting and grading, the classification being made to 
suit the requirements of each buyer. Three of the best kinds and 
their sale price at Bordeaux are :—

Prices have varied about 20 frs. during the last three years, 
Samples could be obtained at proportional rates varying from 
60 to 120 frs. per 100 kilogs. 

‘“ Sorting operations cannot be effected in Senegal where there 
would seem to be neither method nor organisation in the manner 
of collecting gum, which is done by owners of a few slaves who 
bring in small supplies from time to time. 

‘The use of Senegal gum is general in almost all branches of 
industry, especially in the manufacture of confectionery and for 
dressing fabrics. 

‘‘ Freights for Senegal gum to Bordeaux vary from 25 frs. (20s.) 
to 35 frs. (28s.) per ton. 

“An export duty of 1:50 frs. per 100 kilogs., and tug charges 
of 1 fr. per cent. on the value of the gum, as estimated at the 
Senegal Customs, are the only dues which the article has to pay 
before it reaches Bordeaux. ‘The industry is not protected by the 
French Government. ‘The cost of Senegal gum to the importer at 
Bordeaux cannot, it is said, be fixed as its collectors are paid in 
kind and not in cash.”

The French Councillor of Foreign Trade at Alicante (M. Joseph 
Sinaia Pelu)in a despatch published in the ‘‘ Moniteur 
Mission to South Officiel du Commerce of 30th March, states 
Aunsiten that the Federation of Spanish Commercial 
Travellers, who recently held their first Con- 
gress, have decided to send a commercial mission to South America, 
including, among other members, experts in textile and chemical 
products. The mission will start from Barcelona in the first fort- 
night of July with a collection of samples which will be exhibited 
in the principal centres of Argentina and Uruguay. The aim of 
the mission is to develop commercial relations between Spain and 
these two republics, by studying, on the spot, the tastes and pre- 
ferences of the inhabitants. 


The United States Consul at Barcelona reports the completion of 
the organisation, under the name of La Sociedad 
Alcohol Trust. Union Alcoholera Espafiola, of a great alcohol 
trust in Spain, with headquarters at Madrid, 

and a capital of 16,000,000 pesetas. 
Members bind themselves neither to establish new manufac- 
tories nor to deal in alcohol not produced by the company. The 


society or trust is made up of most of the alcohol distillers of 


Spain, of the members of the Sociedad General Azucarera 
(National Sugar Company)—which brings into the trust ‘its 
manufactories, its molasses or dregs as produced, and also the 
alcohol which it produces—and of a group of financiers which has 
subscribed the 4,000,000 shares that form the working capital. 

The basis is the molasses contract entered into with the Sociedad 
General Azucarera, which owns most of the sugar mills in Spain. 
Besides these, the combine has already acquired the largest and 
best-situated grain distilleries. 


GREECE. 

In a despatch from the Belgian Legation at Athens, reproduced in 

einatiods of the “Bulletin Commercial” (Brussels) of the 

Alcohol Trust Ist April, it is stated that the principal dis- 

* tillery proprietors of Greece have recently 

formed an alcohol trust, with headquarters at the Pirzus. This 

trust has been formed in view of the lowering of prices caused by 

competition. Henceforth, prices will be fixed by the trust which 

will also endeavour to give an impetus to the export of Greek 
brandies.

By Article 31, the value of the Nicaraguan dollar, for purposes 
of this law, is taken as equivalent to 4s. 

Article 32 provides that the authorities of the Custom-houses 
shall collect and forward to the Minister of Finance, in order that 
they may be duly entered in the accounts of the Consuls, any fees 
that should have been received for the issuing or visaing of docu- 
ments relative to a vessel or its cargo, that may be presented to 
them, and in which the due formalities have not been complied 
with. At the same time they shall collect, as a fine, and on behalf ot 
the Treasury, a further sum equal to the amount of such fees as 
should have been paid in at the Consulate.

BRANCH OF THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the 
Board of Trade (No. 75, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.) is 
intended to be a centre at which information on all subjects of 
commercial interest shall be collected and focussed in a form 
convenient for reference, and at which, so far as the interests of 
British trade permit, replies shall be given to enquiries by traders 
on commercial matters. 

‘On application being made to it either personally or by letter, 
the Branch supplies, so far as is possible, information with regard 
to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; Matters 
relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations ; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in 
different localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender; 
Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of 
Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial 
Travellers, &c., &c. There is a Sample Room at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c., 
are exhibited from time to time. 

The “‘ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 
and intended for general information, is conveyed to the public. 
The ‘‘ Journal” is now issued weekly at the price of ld. All 
applications respecting subscription, or the purchase of single 
copies, should be addressed in London to Messrs. Wyman & ey 
Ltd., Fetter Lane, E.C., and 32, Abingdon Street, S.W. ;

In consequence of the transfer of the Imperial Institute to the 
Board of Trade from the beginning of 1903, the work formerly 
carried on by the Commercial Intelligence Office of the Imperial 
Institute is now conducted by the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade.

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SPECIAL INDIAN AND COLONIAL 
TRADE ENQUIRY OFFICES. 





India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public withall avaiable information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 


Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘Canadian Government Trade 
Enquiry Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial commu- 
nity. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications in connection with 
Canadian import and export trade, and to supply information 
about Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 


Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have opened offices at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the 
purpose of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, which will be 
under the direction of the Agent-General fer the Cape of Good 
Hope. 

Mr. Lewis Atkinson, who has been appointed Commercial 
Agent, attends daily to deal with enquiries on all Commercial and 
Trade matters connected with Cape Colony. 


Queensland.—For the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters in con- 
nection with Queensland. 

A Reading Room will also be provided in which maps, 
directories, statutes, Government reports, and other publications 
of the State can be seen.
